SAN DOMINGO. 

Wasuineton, Dec. 12.—The San Domingo 
scheme again eppeared en the surface in both 
houses of Congress to-day, ia the shape of 
reeolujons to fulfill the dictum of the angual 
message. In the House an effort made by 
Genera! Banks to foree the passage of a reso- 
lution for a commission to negotiate for the 
purchase of the sland was lost by a vote of 


beequen 
of 57 to 118, to lay the resolution on the ta- 
ble. It was thereupon referred to the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs, who can report at 
any time efter giving five days’ notice. The 
feeling in the House seemed to be against the 
scheme, though the Republican members were 
not disposed to submit the Administration to 
the humiliation of defeating it outright. 

In the Senate, Mr. Morton’s resolution for 
the appointment of a commission to inquire 
into the moral, physieai and financial condi- 
tion of San Domingo, and to ascertain if the 
people desired annexation, met with more 
favor, and appeared to be regarded as virtual- 
ly the basis of a compromise between tbe 
President and Congress. 

BUTLER ON PORTER, 

There was an excited spurt of debate in 
the Howse this afternoon over the bill to 
abolish the rank of Admiraland Vice Ad- 
mira] in the navy, duriog whieh Gen. Butler 
paid his respects to Admiral Porter and the 
latter’s letters, which haye lately appeared in 
print. It was a brief but severe castigation, 
to which the House and galleries gave 
their undivided attention. He said, 
among other things, that he could 
not vote to coutinue a man in office who did 
not know his own miod fortwo days, and 
who one day lauded his own commander and 
the next day abused him. Porter's letter be 
fooked upon as ap insult to the American 
people, through th¢ President, and he pro- 
pesed to inquire. “-{g this the man to put in 
tbe place of tb~ noble and sainted Farragut?” 
He added *inat Porter's reference to ex-Secre- 
tary Welles showed that he abused the Secre- 
tary out of office to keep in favor with the 
Secretary whe isin office. 

The tenor of the rest of the discussion wa< 


to the effect that the navy should be placed on - 


the same footing as that of the army, and the 
rank of Admira! should cease witb the man 
for whom it was created. The House then 
a@imost uvavimous!y passed the bill to abolish 
the rank. 

In the executive session of the Senate, Por- 
ter’s nomination came up, end he was bitterly 
ascailed, but no vote was taken. 

THE 300,000,000 or 5 PBR CENTS. 

Secretary Boutwell appearea before the 
Ways and Means Committee to-day, in adyo- 
cacy of the bill to iasue three hundred mil- 
Mons of five per cent. bonds in which to fund 
the maturing five-twenties. The principal 
argument which he advanced was the came as 
the one contained in Lis anoual report, that 
he could pot negotiate a bond bearing a 
lower rate of interest than five per cent. 
in the present condition of Europe and this 
country. The Committee did not teuch the 
question, but it is quite provabie that the bill 
will be reported to the House in the shape 
the Secretary desires it. 

AT THE TENURE-OF-OFFICE ACT. 

Last session the House passed a bill re- 
pealing all that was left of the old civil tenurc- 
of-office act, but the Senate never acted on it. 
To-day the House passed it again with only 
twenty-five negative votes. The President, 
it is said, still desires to have the old act en- 
tirely swept away, but the Senate is indis- 
posed to do it. 

. SENATOR DRAKE 
was to-day nominated and confirmed by the 
Senate as Chief Justice of the Court of 
Claims. Being « member of the Senate, the 
usual courtesy of confirmation without refer- 
ence to a committee was extended to him, 
He resigns io a few days. 

THE FIRST COLORED MEMBER. 

Hon. J. H. Rainey, the first colored mem- 
ber of the House of Representatives, was 
sworn in to-day to fill the vacancy in the First 
South Carolina district, occasioned by Whit- 
temore’s expulsion. He is so very light that 
he would hardly be taken for a colored per- 
son. He selected his seat among the Repub- 
lican members on the left of the hall, and 
gave his first vote in favor of the San Domivgo 
scheme. 

GENERAL AMNESTY. 

On Thurrday of this week Mr. Schurz will 
jddress the Senate in favors of general amnes- 
ty, and allude somewhat to the Missouri cam- 
paign aod its result m that direction. He 
will warmly advocate the removal by Congress 
at this cession of all political disabilities. 


THE TOBACCO INTERESTS. 

A delegation of some of the largest manu- 
facturcrs of and dealers in tobacco in the 
country, representing the National Tobacco 
Aesociation, which has lately been associated 
in Richmond, Virginia, called on the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue to-day to present 
ascries of resolutions adopted by the conven- 
tion, having reference to the tobacco interest 
generaliy. The delegation was composed as 
follows: W. E Lawrence, New York, Presi- 
dent; G. Hibben. Chicago, IN ; D. C. Campbell, 
Newark, N. J; F. A. Prague, Covington, Ky.; 
J. J. Mix, Elmyrs, N. Y., and T. R. Spence, 
Cincinnati, O. The resolutions embodied the 
views of the Association as far as they re- 
lated to l-gielation on the artucle of tobacco, 
and were in substance as follows: 

Ist. Urging the passage of a géneral relief 
bill for the benefit of thos: who had paid 
texes on tobacco twice. 

2d. Opposing the recommendation of Mr. 
Delano, that the tax on smoking tobarco be 
increased and desiring a continuance of the 
existing rates, unless a uniform rate of 16 
cents per pound should be establ 

34. Advocating the removal of the special 
taxes and the tax on sales, and that tobacco, 
having paid the specific tax by stamps, should 
be treated as legal merchandise, and be un- 
bamapered in the general chaopels of trade. 

The committee will have a hearing on the 
subject to-morrew before the Committee on 
Ways and Means.

THE SIEGE OF PARIS. 
A Bombardment Decided Upon. 

Lospon, Dec, 11.—It is reported that at a 
eouncil of warat Versailles it was decided to 
bombard the city. 

A bewspaper correspondent at Berlin tele- 
graphs that Bismarck reiterates his denial 
that he opposes the bombardment of Paris. 

A Beriin telegram says the bombardment of 
Paris has been definitely decided upon. 

The Situation. 

Loxpox, December 10,—It is now cone 
sidered impossible for Paris to receive assist- 
ance from the Provinces. With the failure 
and retreat of the army of the Loire, all 
hopes in that direction are lost. The Ger- 
mans look upon the capitulation of the city 
as a question of time, and it is announced that 
King William only awaits that event before 
returning to Berlin. 

The garrison of Belfort continues to make a 
vigorous defense, and their heroism and en- 
durance excite warm admiration. 

The French and German Losses, 
{ World’s Special.) 

London dispatches, received from Paris the 
6th, Tours the 9th, and Brussels and Ver- 
sailles the 10th, convey the following informa- 
tion; The French loss in killed, wounded 
and prisoners reached 6,780 men in the recent 
battles. The indications are that the next 
move will be made on the noriheast, along the 
Soissons railway. The Saxon headquarters 
have removed back to Leveret-gallaut. The 
loss of the Germans in the sorties amounts 
to over 8,000 killed, wounded and prisoners,

The Last Memphis Murder.

Let us look a little into a matter that is 
sought to be applied to Kentucky, and to 
be made to seem to have some local bear- 
img upon the politics of the State at the 
present time. 

In the spring of 1867, when the Brown- 

low faction in Tennessee had subordina- 
ted every civil function to a General As- 
sembly of its own choosing; when, by 
proscriptive measures unexampled in 
severity, it had driven all persons not 
known to be its-partisang from the bench, 
from the jury-room, and from public of- 
fice; when—having hedged itself in power 
with legislative barricades raised up with- 
out regard to precedents of any sort—it 
had added an election law which it sup- 
posed strong enough to keep it there 
when it had finished its job of executive 
case-mating and judicial iron-coating, and 
presented the people a government that 
resembled one of those English turret 
ships—very strong, terrible, and unsea- 
worthy,—a government from every depart- 
mgnt of which, Confederates and Consery- 
atives (for at that time there were no Dem- 
ocrats in Tennessee) had been excluded; 
when, in short,:1t had exhausted all the 
devices of malice and the precautions of 
fear, it found itself possessed of a bundle 
of brutal but empty statutes against 
which the whole body of society was 
arrayed and which could not be defended 
before any legal or popular tribunal in the 
world. * 

It dared not go abroad tor assistance. It 
dared not ask tor Fedqal trodps. To loosen 
its grip tor an instant and suifer light to 
stream in through the aperture that ad- 
mitted substantial aid trom without 
would be fatal to 1's cesigns. It hit upon 
the ready but nov: expedient of organizing 
a local standing army, to be christened the 
Loyal MV. itia. (in those days that little ad- 
jective “loyal” bad prodigious weight and 
covered a mass oi imquity). This Loyal 
Militia was to be composed of the offal of 


debris remaining from the vast armies of 
the Union that had been drawn off 
like a fiood across the surface of 
Tennessee, leaving a greasy and miry 
substance on the face of  every- 
thing. It was to be commanded by mer- 
cenaries picked from among the needy 
camp-tollowers at call, or, it this material 
proved inadequate, imported direct from 
the overcrowded slums of the North, or, at 
the worst, which was realized, recruited 
out of the State prifon. It was to be sup- 
ported by subsidies, not by taxes, levied 
upon a people whose only offense consisted 
in their opposition to extremes of every 
description. It was to be quartered upon 
defenseless villages and neighborhoods to 
bully citizens and set the judges, sheriffs

see. Thus badgered and confined, human 
nature had its way, and human passions, 
baving no legitimate outlet or arbitration, 
found expression in the primal law ot self: 
detense. The resuit took the form of the 
order known as the Kuklux Klan. It had 
no general. exisience. It was not 
even the affair of a county. It was 
essentially clannish, the offspring ot 
sudden panic; the vehicle of speedy 
reprisal; im every case the secret tri- 
bunal, the mysterious hangman of the ham- 
let. During those days it did no act that 
would not have been authorized by the law 
had the law been accessible to the people; 
and, when the cause which had produced 
it was removed, it vanished as sirangely, 
as silently as it had come into existence. 
To-day there is peace in Tennessee. The 
jatest Kuklux organization reported owed 
its allegiance to the notorious MULLINS. 
The only outrage that has recently reached 
us seems to have been done by United 
States revenue detectives upon the person 
of a negro. A new State government has 
wiped out the last vestige of despotism. 
The State is a model ot Republican gov- 
ernment. There is not a trace of persecu- 
tion to be found on her statute books or in 
her Constitution, or among the people. 
Society is turning its attention to material 
pursuits; capital and population are pour- 
ing in; and no man can say that the drift 
of public sentiment does not tend toward 
all that a wise statesmanship could wish. 
We have gone hastily over this old story 
to mark the temper of the Southern people, 
under the two conditions of freedom and 
duress. In Kentucky there has been no 
such pressure as that which was directed 
against Tennessee, and, therefore, no such 
organization as the Kuklux Klan. In its 
editorial of Saturday, however, the Louis- 
ville Commercial says that there 1s,— 
adds that it is partisan in its  char- 
acter, a complexion hitherto unknown to 
it, and concludes by observing that its 
“operations all inure to the benefit of one 
political party in this State.”

A National Calamity. 

One of those significant and melancholy 
circumstances that from day to day ad- 
monish us that times change and men 
grow old, that primal forest trees must fall 
and systems pass away, is the rumored, we 
wish we could hope the erroneously ru- 
mored, withdrawal of Colonel Jonn W. 
Forney from Washington City. After all 
that has been said in praise and in blame 
of this great and virtuous man, setting 
aside for the moment his claim to the re- 
spectful homage of the American people 
in his life-long character of the patriot’s 
triend and the statesman’s confidant, the 
question presents itself, “Ilow is the na- 
tional capital to live, move and have its 
being, in point of fact to get on, without 
its Forney?” There is matter here for 
serious reflection; and troops and groups 
ot ghosts trom a dead and buried past 
range themselves about as the earnest and 
loyal mind considers it. 

It is now full two-and-twenty years 
since the city which is called alter the first 
citizen was vouchsafed the honor and the 
fortune to experience the. presence, aud to 
have palpable demonstration of the exist- 
ence, of Joun Wars iky Forney. As his 
name implies, he came of good old Meth- 
odistical stock, and, hke Simox CAMERON, 
whom he strikingly resembles, was a 
printer by trade. It may have been ob- 
served by the reader that, other things be- 
ing equal, the natural tendencies of the 
typo are integrity, manners and godli- 
ness. These characteristics ~ of 
his class Colonei Forney carried 
with him from Pennsylvania, where he 
had distinguished himself as the friend of 
the artless and much-abused Epwr For- 
REsT, to Washington City, where he at 
once assumed the responsible duties of 
watch-dog of the Treasury. He fulfilled 
this mission with signal efficiency. In- 
deed, Mr. Grppines, of Ohio, the well- 
known loyalist, is on record as saying “he 
is beyond all description the most thorough 
and complete dog I have known in all my 
Congressional experience,” and, as Mr. 
GIDDINGs served more than twenty years 
in Congress, the advocates of economy 
and reform, the chosen associates of 
Colonel Forney, point with pnde to this 
declaration, coming from a political ene- 
my, as a touching and noble vindication, 
a sublime and beautiful monument which 
will survive the ravages of time. Colonel 
FORNEY was, as we have said, the ally, no 
less than the confidant, of all the great 
men of his time. He rejoiced in being the 
companion of GrorcE N. SANDERS and 
Isatam RynpERs, of Colonel SiLoo 
and of Colonel KINney. He sup- 
ported Mr. CAMERON when “Mr, 
CAMERON was right, and he opposed 
Mr. CAMERON when Mr, CAMERON was 
wrong. He held taith with five consecu- 
tive administrations, embracing Mr, 
Prence, Mr. Bucaanan, Mr. Lrxco.y, 
Mr. Jounson and Mr. Grant, until they 
proved themselves unworthy of his confi- 
dence and gratitude. He was at one time 
the partner of CORNELIUS WENDELL, and 
at another time his prosecutor, and as a 
member of several kitchen cabinets distin- 
guished himself. Yet, strange to say, 
although he gave the most delighttul 
dinner parties, and his birds and 
champagne were always of the best, 
he was wont to complain that he was poor 
and sincerely regretted that he was not 
able to pay his debts. No better proof 
could be cited of his unflinching integrity; 
and, thirefore, he had many friends and 
stood, at one period, on intimate relations 
with Simtow CAMERON, whom he did not 
defeat for the Senate in 1857. As Secre- 
tary of the Senate he proved an invaluable 
official. His term of office is understood 
to have developed more villainy 
than was believed to be _ possi- 
ble, and all the reforms in_ that 
department date from his going out. But 
the glory of his career was his ownerslup 
of two papers, both daily, which he con- 
ducted much as the bareback-rider in the 
circus conducts two horses around the 
ring. He could handle them with the 
greatest nimbleness; for they were miracles 
of dwinterested loyalty. Without them 
the war to suppress the rebellion must 
have broken down. By their bless- 
ing and their aid, it was a suecess—and 
the Union was preserved. Col. FoRNEY 
wrote with fluency and grace, with vigor, 


earnestness and polish He had a hand- 


some person, a bland countenance, an easy 
bearing. It was his boast that, like the 
elder Dumas, he could keep four short-hand 
reporters occupied, dietate as many edito- 
rials simultaneously, and cast up the day’s 
and night’s winnings and losings. This 
was very wonderful. 

To think that. we shall miss Colonel 
FornNEY from Washington is a sad 
thought. Who will care tor the treasury 
now? There will be no onein the kitchen 
cabinet hke him; no one at once so lofty 
and so ready. He could wave a flag or 
run an errand as bravely as any man. He 
had what might be called a knack at odd 
But heis to depart, and we can only 
repeat that it is very sad.

The most wholesale gobbling up of swind- 
lers that has lately been mude im this city was 
effected thu evening by Captain Jeremiah 
Peity, who arrested John Henekler, alias 
Jobu Heurs, and bis partpver, William Tur- 
ner, ov the charge of larceny. Sy trick 
and device Henekier and Turner, under 
the aliases of Owen Bros., James Fisher & 
Co., avd Johnson & Co, transacted the 
‘‘queer’ business in the large four-story 
buiiding, No. 37 Nassau street, which, form. 
ing an L, has also a frontage at No. 60 Liber- 
ty strect. By means of circulars sent through 
the mails to thousands of persons in the 
country, and throngh the medium of adver- 
tising, they made it appear that they manu- 
factured counterfeit United States curreacty, 
which they offered to sell in any quantity 
ard in apy denomination, from twenty- 
five cent — up to five dollar 
Treasury rotes., hese spurious notes, they 
pretended, were in every particular as good 
ae the genuine. The best talent in the coun- 
try was employed in the execution of the 
plate, and no expense was spared to render 
them perfect, so that experi Judges were un- 
able to tell them from tbe genuine. But a 
short time elapsed after they began opera- 
tious, im August last, before the bait which 
they had thrown to ailure the unwary was 
swallowed, hook apd all; by at least two 
thousand fools, wtrose anxiety to purchase 
and pars counterfeit money cannot be fitly 
described. 

The swiocdling concern is doubtless the pa- 
rent stem of many establishments which have 
recently been visited by the police. The 
swindlers occupied Rooms Nos. 32, 34, 36 and 
38, on tbe third floor of 37 Nassau street, 
and two very large rooms in the fourth story. 
Two of the rooms were those occupied by the 

roprietors end their chief clerk, Frank Al- 
ep, who managed all the correspondence 
with their patrons, 
and giew fat witb lauguter at the expense 
of the fools The remainivg 
were occupied — by 
—eleven girls, three , 
boys. The giris were employed in folding 
and mailing circulars, and were paid trom five 
to scven dollars a week for their services.

The 
original letters and circulars, setting forth the 
pcheme, brought to this enterprising concern 
orders for thousands of dollars of counterfeit 
morey, Which the appiicants had planned to 
circulate, Having read these letters of ap- 
plicarts, the Navsau-street swindlers 
swered with avother cireular, acknowledging 
ibe receipt of the regqnisi‘e per centage, and 
adding that the box containing the “queer” 
had been sent by express on time. The box 
marked “Mr. ——, ©. O. D.,"” reached its des- 
tination andthe dupe ecegerly paid his fifty 
to ove hundred doliars to the  ex- 
pressmap, then ft victim hastened 
home and op: ning h® nicely sealed box found 
his prize a bandfui of shavings and a bit of old 
iron with a circular, advising him not to be 
surprised at the contents, as it was a dodge to 
blind the devectives. He must keep mum and 
the stuff would be msiled to him in a few 
cays.

Provisions of General Butler’s Am- 
nesty Bill. 


FROPOSED AMENDMENTS. 


‘VHe smnesty bill, proposed by General Buat- 
ler, from the Reconstruction Committers, is 
ideptical with the bill repo in June last, 
Tt is en- 
titled, *‘A bill for full and general grace, am- 
nesty and oblivion of aH wrongful acts, do- 
ings, Or Omissions, of all persons engayed in 
the war of the late Rebeilion.’’ The first sec- 
tien provides: 

That each and every person, and all and 
singular the body pvelitic, and corporate, aud 
mupicipal, and each and all of them, shali be, 
end by virtue and authority of this act are 
encquitied, exempted, released, discharged, 
ara do hereby receive full and perfect amaes- 
ty of and from ail manner of treasons and 
wisprisous of treason, felonies and misprisons 
thereof, treasonable and seditious words, all 
iibels, seditious and unlawful meetings, and 
aiso of and from all riots, insurreetions, and 
revel ious acts againstthe Government. Ali 
otierses, conutempts, trespasses, entries, 
wrongs, deceits, misdemeanors, forteitures, 
disabilities, political or- otherwise, pen- 
eitles, sums of money due or ow- 
ing, and generally of and from 
ali other things, causes, quarrels, 
suite, judgements and executions, not in this 
act hereafter exc+ pted, which may have been 
made, dope, committed, omitted, perpetrated, 
incurred or forfeited between the llth day of

The second section fills six pares, and de- 
ecribes the me‘hod of procedure in cuurts to 
ascertain whether cases come under the first 
scction, and for their discharge if they do; and 
it also provides pewalties against perséus whe 
commence suit against persons who are en- 
titled to amnesty under the provisions of the 
act, for deeds done during the rebellion. The 
thid section reads as follows: 

Thatthe foltowing classes of persons, and 
t e rights, titles, and causes of action, and 
roatiers hereinafter set forih, sha be excep ed 
from all provisions of this act, and none otuer;: 
iret: Whoever, having been educated at the 
Muitary Aeademy at West Poiut, or the 
Naval School at Annapolis stall have en- 
gaged in the rebellion and insurrection agains 
ihe United States, or giveu aid and coafor 
tothe enemies thereot. Second—Whoever 
baving been a member of either House o 
Corgress of the Ucitcd Siates, shall have en- 
gaged io rebellion against the same, or viven 
vid and comfort to the enemies thereof, and 
whoever was a member of the so-called “Von- 
fedcrate Corgress.”” Third—Whoever shall 
have held the office*of head of one of the Ex- 
ecutive Departments of the Government of 
the United States, or Minister Pienipvien- 
tiary, or Minister Resident, or Judge of any 
Court under ihe United States, and snali have 
engaged in rebellion or insurrection aguinst 
the sume, or given aid and comfort to the 
encmies thereof, and whoever shall have 
beid either of the Iike offie:s under 
the so-called ‘‘Confederate States.’’ Fourth— 
\\ bocver shall bave voted for or signed any 
oidinence of secession of any Staie, or

United Siates. Seventh—Aii deserters from 
the army and navy of the United States, and 
all “bounts-jumpers.”” Eighth—Ail property 
end rights of property acquired by any ievy, 
judgment, or extent made and executed upon 
any jands or tevements, goods, or chattels, 
or other valuable thing whatever, and any 
tale or forfeiture by confiscation or taxa- 
tior, whereby any frighte or titles have 
becowe vested either in the Uniied States or 
in third persons. Ninth—Every picce and 

rcel of land, however it may be described or 

unded, which now is or has been used as a 
eemetery in which the bodies of the soldiers

For instance, @ the mouoctain scene, 
the just-awakened Bip discoveis his outre ap- 
pezrance and his wonder is then born, in place 
of, a8 Ip Jefferson’» rendering, when the ridicule 
Of ihe villagers racely dtrects bie attention to 
the Yong beard and white hair. Again, 
Gretchen, or, as Mr. McWade calls 
ber, Eda,- dies during the passage 
of the two decades and the unnatural and 
uppleasant sifuailon as the wife of two busbands 
is avoided. The skeleton of Sasder, 'oo, is some- 
what sensationaily Introduced in the awak-ning 
sci ne’ the sapling to which bis master bad tied 
him has grown upin the mean!ime, and with it 
bas dragg?d up the bones of the faithful hound, 
leaving them canglingtntheair. Through the 
whole story, Ind-ed, all Of the sensa!ional potats 
are empha:ized, and the result sho*s an +¢ssenp- 
tially different version from the more famliiar 
one. 

For Mr.. McWade's rendering ef the part, the 
humor compare, very favorably with Jefferson’s, 
but the pathetic siiuations are pot at all well- 
susiained,. The audience iangb where 
di flerson makes them weep, and 
to ibis we believe Mr. Mc Wade 
directs bis best effort. We observe that he tn- 
troduces Into the more exquisitely sad situations 
of Mr. Jeferson’s personation, con-tant Hitle 
absurdities—o! bioken English or manner—that 
can Dut be Intended to produce a laughable ef- 
fect..In this, aga‘p, he fol'ows more clo:ely 
Irving's story, for it was certainly not uniil Jef- 
ferson had made Rip Van Winkle so famous; tbat 
the character was endowed with that pathetic 
ei'mpathy that we all feel for the man, 
worthless vagabond withal, that he was. 
But, beyord all that, Mr. McWade’s version 1s 
not go pleasant or successful a ove ‘as that of 
Jefferson’s and Boucicault’s—perhaps because 
we have learned to love that frst. Hts comical 
side of R'p’s character ts but little, we repeat, 
inferior to that of Mr. Jefferson, and in that Mr. 
McWade carries ont the promise given tm his 
earlier eflorts of resulting in an able and suc- 
cessful exponent of comedy. 

Mr. M@Wade appears in the part through the 
week, and we hope, for his sake, to good 
heuses. He is certainly not an Inferior accor, 
and desel ves warm encouragement.

The Corpse of a Respected Citizen 
Bursts trom Its Coflfin—A Lady 
Frightened to Death.

A few days ago au old and respected citizen 
of the Fust ward sickened anddied.

It 
so happered that at the time of the accident 
one of the *‘wakers’’ was entertaining the rest 
with a very gloomy ghust story,and he had just 
arrived in the mozt dismal part when a loud 
crash was heard, and, looking round, the 
terror-stricken people beheld one side of the 
coflin collapsed, while at the same moment 
one of the arms of the corps, relieved of is 
fastening, fell down aside.

To the arinitiatea baukiog ts a mystery, and 
even 10 those well accuainted with flnicvees it 
is a buciness attended wih more or less din- 
gers. But when other sarties furnish a vast 
capital, the controllers of such an institution 
are nght “well fixed,’ to ase a term exprea- 
sive, even if inelegaut. Now, this 1s pretty 
much the condition of the Freedmen 
Bureenu Bank of this city, which is principally 
managed by Freedmen Bareau officers. Now, 
in what consists a gre at portion of this capi- 
tal? Several years ago an act of Congress 
provided that all ce rt: ficutes for moneys due 
to colored soldiers, Gc , should be place}! in 
Gen. Howard’s hands for distribution. He had 
the power to draw the money on these certifi- 
eates. The negroes are migratory, few of 
them remaining ove year io one locality, and 
many of them “died aiter their papers were 
forwarded for avjustment, while others of the 
poor, igncrant ereatures wandered off and 
could not be found. In the meanwhile the 
moneys due them fermed afand for banking 
purposes, and this is the bank,I am told, 
which used the money! Your correspondent 
has personal knowle‘ge where @ servant was 
kept out of his moucy for nearly two years, 
aud never did yet it until he addressed a note 
of inquiry on the subset to the Freedmen’s 
Bureau. The money was very soon forth- 
coming, but where it had been during 
the interim deponent sayeth not There 
was another case where a wom4n at Willard’s 
Hotel did not get her money for twenty-one 
months after it was allowed; bat in this in- 
stance [| believe it was the fault of a disburs- 
ing officer at Louisville, who gave as an excuse 
that the woman could not be found. The 
Freedmen Bureau Back has evidently trans- 
acted a paying business, for a splendid brown 
stone builaing for their use is now in course 
of eovstruction, opposite the Treasury. 
Sambo is still the stock in trade for the Radi- 
cule, private and public. 

WHEN THIEVES FALL OUT, ETC. 

This old adage willsoopn again be exempli- 
fied in the pas-age of a Congressional charter 
forthe Washington Market-house Company.

New, this 16 pretty 
much the condition of the Freedmen 
Bureeu Bank of this city, which is principally 
managed by Freedmeu ure su Officers. Now, 

in what consists a great portion of this cap i 
tal? Several years ago an act of Congress 
provided that all certificates for moveys due 
ro colored soldiers, &c , should be place! in 
Gen, Howard's s hands for distribution, He had 
the power to draw the money on these certifi- 

cates. The negroes are migratory, few of 
them remajning oue year iu one loc ality, and 
many of them died aiter their papers were 
forwarded for acjustment, while others of the 
poor, igncrant e@reatures wandered off and 
could not be found. In the meanwhile the 
moneys due them fermed a fand for banking 
purposes, and this is the bank,I am told, 

whieh ured the money! Your correspondent 
has personal knowlege where a servant was 
kept out of his monucy for nearly two years, 
and never did get it until he addressed a note 
of inquiry on the sub. cet to the Freedmen’s 
Bureau. The money was very soon forth- 
comivg, but where it had been during 
the interim deponeat sayeth not There 
was another case where a woman at Willard’s 
Hote! did not get her money for twenty-one 
months after it was allowed; bat in this in- 
atance I believe it was the fault of a disburs- 
ivpg officer at Louisville, who gave as an excuse 
that the woman could not be found. The 
Frceedmen Bureau Back has evidently trans- 
acted a paying business, for a splendid brown 
stone builaing for thei; use is now in course 
of eonstruaction, opposite the Treisury.

WHEN THIEVES FALL OUT, ETC, 

This old adage will soon again be exempli- 
tied in the passage of a Congressional charter 
forthe Washington Market-house Company.
